Of the Reaſons inducing him to appear in Arms in the Kingdom of England, for 
preſerving of the Proteſtant Religion, and for reftoring the Laws and Liberties of 


England, Scotland, and Ireland. 


T is both certain, and evident to all Men, that the Publick | 


I Peace and Happineſs of any State or Kingdom, cannot be 
preſerved, where the Laws, Liberties and Cuſtoms eſta- 
bliſhed, by the Lawful Authority init,are openly Tranſgrefſed 
and Annulled: More eſpecially where the Alteration of Religi- 
on is endeavoured,and that a Religion which is contrary to Law 
is endeavoured to be introduced: Upon which thoſe who are 
moſt immediately concerned in it, are indeſperiſably bound tv 
endeavour to preſerve and maintain the eftabliſhed Laws, Liber- 
ties, and Cuſtoms; and above all, the Religion- and Worſhip 


of God that is eſtabliſhed among them; and to take ſuch an, 


£ﬀeyat care, that the inhabitants of the ſaid State or King- 
dom, may neither be deprived of their Religion, nor of their 
Civil Rights. Which is ſo mnch the more neceſſary, becauſe 
the Greatneſs and Security, both of Kings, Royal Families, 
an4 of all ſuch as are in Authority, as well as the Happineſs of 
their Subjetts and People, depend in a moſt eſpecial manner, 
upon the exatt obſervation and maintenance of theſe their Laws, 
Laberties, and Cuſtoms. Y 

Upon theſe Grounds it is, that we cannot any Longer forbear 
to declare, That, to our great regret, we ſee that thoſe Coun- 
ſellors who have now the chief Credit with the King, have over- 
turned the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of thoſe Realms; and 
ſabjeted them in all Things relating to their Conſciences, Li- 
berties and Properties, to Arbitrary Government; and that not 
only by ſecret and indire& ways; bnt in an open and undiſguiſ- 
ed manner. 

Thoſe Evil Counſellors, for the advancing and colouring this 
with ſome plauſible Pretexts, did invent and ſet on foot, the 
King's Diſpenſing Power, by virtue of which they pretend, that 
according to Law, he can Suſpend and Diſpenſe with the Execution 
of the Laws, that have been enacted by the Authority of the 
King and Parliament,for the ſecurity and Happineſs of the Sub- 
je, and ſo have rendred thoſe Laws of no effet: Though 
there is nothing more certain, than that asno Laws can be made, 
but by the joint concurrence of King and Paliament; ſo likewiſe 
Laws ſo enated, which fecure the Publick Peace and Safety 
of the Nation, and the Lives and Liberties of every Subje& in 
:t,camnot be repealed or ſuſpended but by the ſame Authority. 

For though: the King, may pardon the Puniſhment that a 
Franſgreſſor has incurred, and to which he is condemned, as 
in the Caſes of Tre:ſon or Felony, yet it cannot be with any co- 
lour of Reaſon inferred from thence, that the King can entirely 
faſpend the Execution of thoſe Laws relating to Treaſon or Felony: 
Unleſs it is pretended,that he is cloathed with a Deſpotick and 
Arbitrary Power, and that the Lives; Liberties, Honours and 
Eſtates of the Subjetts, depend wholly on his good Will and 
Pleaſure, and are entirely ſubje& to him; which mnt infalli- 
bly follow, on the King's having a Power to ſufpend the Execu- 
tion. of the Laws, and to diſpenſe with them: Thoſe Evil Coun- 
ſellors, in order to the giving ſome Credit to this ſirange and 
execrable Maxim, have fo conducted the Matter, that they 


have obtained a Sentence from the Judges, declaring that this 
Diſpenſing Power is a Right belonging to the Crown; as if it were 
in the Power of the Twelve Judges to offer up the Laws, 
Rights and Liberties of the whole Nation, to the King, to be 
diſpoſed of by him Arbitrarily and at his Pleaſure,and expreſly - 
contrary to Laws enatted, for the Security of the Subjefts. In 
order to the obtaining this Judgment,thoſe Evil Counſellors did 
before-hand examine ſecretly the Opinion of the Judges, and 
procured ſuch of them as could not in Conſcience concur in fa 
pernicious a Sentance, to be turned out, and others to be ſub- 
ſtituted in their Rooms, till by the Changes which were made 
in the Courts of Judicature, they at laft obtained that Judg- 
ment : And they have raifed ſome to rhofe Truſts, who made 
open profeſſion of the Popiſh Religion, though thoſe are by 
Law rendred incapable of all ſuch Employments, | 
It is alſo manifeſt and notorious, that as bis Majeſty was, up- 
on his comming to the Crown, received and acknowledged by 
all the ſubjects of England, Scotland, and Ireland, as their King, 
without the leaſt Oppoſition, though he made then open pro- 
feſſion of the Popiſh Religion, ſo he did then promiſe, and ſo- 
lemnly ſwear, at his Coronation, That he would maintain his 
Subjetts inth efree enjoyment of their Laws and Liberties; and 
mn particular, that he would maintain the Church of England as it 
was eftablifhed by Law; It is likewiſe certain,that there have been, 
at divers and ſundry times, ſeveral Laws enaRed for the pre- 
ſervation of thoſe Rights; and Liberties, and of the Proteſtant 
Religion: And among other Securities it has been enacted, thar 
all Perſons whatſoever, that are advanced to any Eccleſiaſtical 
Dignity, or to bear Office in either Univerſity, as likewiſe all 
other, that ſhould be put in any Imployment, Civil of Mili- 
tary, ſhoald declare that they were not Papifis, but were of 
the Proteſtant Religion,and that by their taking of the Oaths of 
Allegiaxce, and Supremacy, and the Teſt; yet theſe Evil Counſellors 
have in effe annulled and abolliſhed all thoſe Laws, both 
with relation to Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Employments. In order 
to Ecclefiaſtical Dignitics and Offices,they have not only,withour 
any colour of Law, but againſt moſt expreſs Laws to the con- 
trary, ſet up a Commiſſion of a cettain Number of Perſons, io 
whom they have committed the Cognizance and Dire&ion of 
all Eccleſiaſtical Matters In the which Commiſſion there has 
been, and till is, one of his Majeſty's Miniſters of State, who 
makes now publick profeſſion of the Popiſh Religiof, and who 
at the time of his firſt profeſſing it, declared, That for a great 
white before;he had believed that to be the only tree Religion. 
By all this, the deplorable State to which the Proteſtant Reli-_ 
gion is redutcd is apparent, fince the Aﬀairs of the Church of” 
England, are now put thto the Harids of Perſons, who have ac- 
| cepred of a Commitkon that is manifefily Illegal; and who have 
executed it contrary toall Law; andthat now one of their Chief 
| Members has adjured the Proteftart Religion, and declared himſelf 
a Papift, by which he is become incapable of holding any Pab- _ 


lick Employment; The faid Commuttoners have hitherto So

ſach proof of their ſabmiſon to the DireQions given them, that 
there is No reaſon to doubt but they will-ftill continue to pro- 
mote all ſuch Deſigns as will be moſt agreeable to them. And 
thoſe Evil Counſellors take care, to raiſe none to any Eccleſiaſtical 
Dignities, but Perſons that have no Zeal for the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and that now hide their unconcernedneſs for it, under 
the ſpecious preteuce of Moderation. The ſaid Commiſſioners 
have ſuſpended the Biſhop of London, only becauſe he refuſed 
to obey an Order that was ſent him to ſuſpend a worthy Divine, 
without ſo much as citing him before him, to make his own 
Defence, or obſerving the common Forms of Proceſs. They 
have turned out a Preſident, choſen by the Fellows of Magdalen 
Colledg, and afterwards all the Fellows of that Colledg, with- 
out ſo much as citing them before any Court that could take 
legal cognizance of that Afﬀair, or obtaining any Sentence a- 
gainft them by a competent Judge. And the only Reaſon that 
was given for turning them out, was their refuſing to chuſe for 
their Preſident, a Perſon that was recommended to them by 
the inftigaticn of thoſe Evil Counſellors; Though the right of 
a free Eleaion belonged undoubtedly to them. But they 
were turned out of their Frecholds contrary to Law, and to 


miniſtration of good and impartial Juſtice, upon - whick Mens 


-Erves, Liberties, Honours, and Eftates do depend; thoſe Evil 


Counſellors have fubjeed theſe to an Arbitrary and Deſpotick 
Power: In the moſt important affairs they have ſtudied to diſ- 


"cover before-hand the Opinions of the Judges, and have turn- 


ed out ſuch as They found would not conform themſelves to 
their Intenſions, and have put others in their places, of whom 
they were more aſſured, without baving any regard to their 
Abilities. And they have not ftuck to raiſe even profeſſed Pa- 
Ppiſts to the Courts of Judicature, notwithſtanding their Inca- 
pacity- by Law, and that no Regard is due to any Sentences 
flowing from them. They have carried this ſo far as to deprive 
ſuch Judges, who in the common Adminiſtration of Juſtice, 
ſhewed that they were governed by their Conſciences, and not 
by the Dire&ions which the others gave them. By which it 1s 
| apparent they defign to render themſelves the abſolute Ma- 
ſters of the Lives, Honours and Eſtates of the Subjeas, of what 
{Rank or Dignity ſoever they may be; and that without having, 
any _ cither to the Equity of the Cauſe, or to the Conſci- 
| ence of the Judges, whom they will have to ſubmit in all things 
to their own Will and Pleaſure; hoping by ſuch ways to inti- 


that expreſs Proviſion in Magna Charta, That no Man ſhall loſe Life | midate thoſe who are yet in Imployment, as alſo ſuch others 


or Goods, but by the Law of the Land, And now theſe Evil Coun- 
ſellors have put the ſaid Colledg wholly into the Hands of Pa- 
piſs, though, as is above-ſaid, they are incapable of all ſuch 
Imployments, both by the Law of the Land, and the Statutes 
of the Colledg. Thele Commiſfioners have alſo cited before 
them all the Chancellors and Arch-deacons of England, requiring 
them to certifie to them the Names of all ſuch Clergy-men as 
have read the King's Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, and of 
ſuch as have not read it; without conſidering that the reading 
of it, was not enjoined the Clergy, by the Biſhops who are 
their Ordinaries, The illegality and incompetency of the ſaid 
Court of the Ecclefiaſtical Commiſſioners, was ſo notoriouſly 
known, and it did fo evidently appear that it tended to the ſub- 
verſion of the Proteſtant Religion, that the moſt Reverend Father in 
God, Witiam Arch-bithop of Canterbury, Primate and Metropo- 
litan of all Ezgland, ſeeing that it was raiſed for no other end, 
but to oppreſs ſuch Perſons as were of eminent Virtue, Learr - 
ing, and Piety, refuſed to fit or concur in it. 

And though there are many expreſs Laws againſt all Church- 
ches or Chapels, for the excerciſe of the Popith Religion, and 
alſo againſt all Monafteries and Convents, and more particular. 
ly againſt the Order of the Jeſaits; yet thoſe Evil Counſellors 
have procured Orders for the building ef ſeveral Churches and 
Chapels for the exerciſe of that Religion. They have alſo pro 
cured divers Monaſteries to be erected ; and 1n contempt of 
the Law they have not only ſet up ſeveral Colleges of Feſuits 
in divers places,for the corrupting, of the Youth,but have raiſed 
ap one of the 0rder, to be a Privy Counſellor, and a Miniſter of 
State. By all which they do evidently ſhew, that they are 
reſtrained by no Rules or Law whatſoever, but that they have 
ſubje&ed the Honours and Eſtates of the ſubjeas, and the Efta- 
bliſh'd Religion, to a Deſpotick Power, and to Arbitrary Go- 
vernment, In all which they are ſerved and ſeconded by thoſe 
Eccleſiaſtical Commiſhoners. 

' They have alſo followed the ſame Methods with Relation to 
Civil Afﬀairs : For they have procured Orders to examine all 
Lords Licutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Sheriffs, giices of 
Peace, and all others that were in any Publick Employment, if 
they would concur with the King inthe Repeal of the 7 and 
Penal Laws;, and all ſuch whoſe Conſciences did not ſuffer them 
to comply with their Deſigns, were turned out, and others 
were put in their Places, who they believe would be more 
compliant to them, in their Deſigns of defeating the Intent 
and Execution of thoſe Laws, which had been made with fo 
much Care and Caution for the Security of the Proteſtant Religion. 
And in many of theſe places they have put profeſſed Papiſts, 
though the Law has diſabled them, and warranted the Subjeas 
not to have any regard to their Orders. 

They have alſo invaded the Privileges, and fiezed on the 
Charters of moſt of thoſe Towns that have a right to be repre- 
ſented by their Burgeſſes in Paliament, and have procured Sur- 
renders to he made of them, by which the Magiſtrates in them 
have delivered up all their Rights and Privileges, to be diſ- 
pofed of at the pleaſure of thoſe Evil Counſellors, who have 
thereupon placed new Magiſtrates in thoſe Towns,ſuch as they 
can mo't entirely confide in; and in many of them they have 
put Popith Magiſtrates, notwithſtanding the Incapacities un- 
der which the Law has put them. | 

And whereas Bo Natiou whatſoever can ſubfiſt witþout the Ad- | 


as they ſhall think fit ro put in the rooms of thoſe whom they 
have turned out, and to make them ſee what they muſt look 
for, if they ſhould atany time a& in the leaſt contrary to their 
good liking, and that no falings of that kind are pardoned in 
any Perſons whatſoever. A great deal of Blood has been ſhed 
in many places of the Kingdom by Judges governed by 
thoſe Evil Counſellors, againſt all the Rules and Forms of Law, 
without ſo much as ſuffering the Perſons that were accuſed to 
pleadin their own Defence. 

They have alſo, by putting the Adminiſtration of Juſtice in- 
to the hands of Papiſts, brought all the matters of Civil Juſtice 
into great uncertainties; with how much Exacatneſs and ſuitice 
ſoever that theſe Sentences may have been given. For ſince the 
Laws of the Land do not only exclude Papiſts from all places 
of Judicature, but have put them under an Incapacity, none 
are bound to acknowledg or to obey their Judgments, and in 
all Sentences given by them,are null and void ot themſelves; io 
that all Perſons who have been caſt in Trials before ſuch Popith 
Judges,may juſtly look on their pretended Sentences as having no 
more forcc than the Sentences of any private and unauthorized 
Perſon whatſoever, So deplorable is the Caſe of the Subjeds, 
who are obliged to anſwer toſuch Judges, that muſt inall things 
ſtick tothe Rules which are ſet thein by thoſe Evil Counſellors, 
who as they raifed them up to thoſe Imployments, ſo can turn 
them out of them at pleaſurc, and who can never be eſteemed 
lawful Judges; ſo that all their Sentences are, in the Conftrud- 
ion of the Law, of no Force and Efficacy. They have likewiſe 
diſpoſed of all Millitary Imployments in the ſame manner; fos 
though theLawsave only excludedPapitsfrom all ſuch Imploy- 
ments, but have in particular provided that they ſhould be difar- 
med ; yet they,in Contempt of theſe Laws,have not only armed 
the Papiſts, but have likewiſe raiſed them uptothe greateſt Mij- 
litary Truſts, both by Sea and Land, and that Srangers as 
well as Natives, and Irihas well as Englifh,that ſo by thoſe means, 
having rendred themſelves Maſters both of the Afeairs of the 
Church, of the Goverment of the Nation, and of the Courſe 
of Juſtice, and ſubjected them all to a Deſpotick and Arbitrary 
Power, they might be in a Capacity to maintain and execute 
their wicked Deſigns by the Agittance of the Army, and there. 
by to enſlave the Nation. 

- The diſinal Effedts of this Subyerſion of the eſtabliſhed Re- 

ligion, Laws and Liberties in England, appeat more cvident ts 
us, by what we ſee done in Ireland, where the whole Gover- 
ment 1s put into the Hands of Papiſts, and where all the Pro- 
teſtant Inhabitants are under the daily Fears of what may be 
juſtly apprehended from the Arbitrary Power which is ſet up 
there; which has made great numbers of them leave that King- 
dom, and abandon their Eſtates in it, remembring well that cru- 
el and bloody Maſſacre which fell out in that Iſland in the 
Year 1641. 

Thoſe Evil Counſellors have alfo prevailed with the King 
to declare in Scotland, that he is cloathed with Abſolute Power, 
and that all the Subje&s are bound to obey him without Reſerve : 
upon Which he has aſſumed an Arbitrary Power, both over the 
Religion and Laws of that Kingdom, few all which it is ap- 
parent what is to be looked for in England, as ſoon as matters 
are duly prepared for it. 

Thoſe great and inſufferable Oppreſſions, and the open Con- 
tempt of all Law, together with the apprchenſions of the ſad 
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Conſequences that muſt certainly follow upon it, have put the 
S1bjetts under great and juft Fears, and have made them look 
after ſuch lawfull Remedies as are allowed of in all Nations ; 
yet all has been without Effet. And thoſe Evil Counſellours 
have endeavoured to make all Men apprehend the loſs of their 
Lives, Liberties, Honours, and Eſtates, if they ſhould go a- 
bout to preſerve themſelves from this Oppreſfion by Petiti- 
ons, Repreſentations, or other Means authorized by Law. 
Thus did they proceed with the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, and 
the other Biſhops, who having offered a moſt Humble Peti- 
tion to the King, in terms full of Reſpe&, and not exceeding 
the number limited by Law, in which they ſet forth in ſhort 
the Reaſons for which they could not obey that Order,'which 

by the Inſtigation of thoſe Evil Counſellors, was ſent them, 
requiring them to appoint their Clergy to read in their 
Churches the Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, were ſent to 
Prifon, and afterwards brought to a Trial, as if they had been 
guilty of ſome enormous Crime. They were not only obliged 
to defend themſelves in that purſuit, but to appear before pro- 

feſſed Papiſts, who had not taken the Teſt, and by Conſequence 
were Mcn whoſe Intereſt led them to condemn them ; and the 
Judges thar gave their Opinion in their Favours were thereup- 
on turned out. | 

And yet it cannot be pretended, that any King's, how great 
{oever their Power has been, and how Arbitrary and Deſpo- 
tick ſoever they have been in the Exerciſe of it, have ever 
reckoned a Crime for their Subjeas to come in all Submiſſion 
and Reſpe&, and in a due Number, not exceeding the Limits 
of the Law, and repreſent to them the Reaſons that made it im- 

oſfible for them to obey their Orders. Thoſe Evil Counſel- 
ors have alſo treated a Peer of the Realm as a Criminal, only 
becauſe he ſaid that the Subje&s were not bound to obey the 
Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of Peace; though it is evident, 
that they being by Law rendered incapable of all ſach Trufts, 
no regard is due to their Orders. This being the Security 
which the People have by the Law for their Lives, Liberties, 
Honours and Eftates, that they are not to be ſubje&ed to the 
Arbitrary Proceedings of Papiſts that are,contrary to Law, put 
into any Employments Civil or Military. 

Both we our ſelves, and our Deareſt 'and moſt Entirely Be- 
loved Conſort, the Princeſs, have endeavoured to ſignifie in 
terms full of Reſpe& to the King, the juſt and deep Regret 
which all theſe Proceedings have given us; and in Compliance 
with his Majeſty's Defires ſignified to Us, We declared, both 
by word of Mouth to his Envoy, and in Writing, what our 
Thoughts were touching the repealing of the 7eft and Penal 
Laws ;, Which we did in ſuch a manner, that we hoped we had 
propoſed an Expedient, by which the Peace of thoſe King- 
doms, and a happy Agreement among the Subjetts of all Per- 
ſaafions might have been ſetled ; but thoſe Evil Counſellors 
have put ſuch ill Conftrudtions on theſe our good Intentions, 
that they have endeavoured to alienate the King more and 
more from us; as if We haddeſigned to diſturb the Quiet and 
Happineſs of the Kingdom. _— 

The laſt and great Remedy for all thoſe Evils, is the calling of 
a Parliament, for ſecuring the Nation again{t the Evil Praftices 
of thoſe wicked Counſcllors; but this could not be yer com- 
paſſed, nor can it eafily be brought about. For thoſe Men 
apprehending that a lawful Parliament being once aſſembled, 
thay would be brought to an Account for all their open Vio- 
lations of Law, and for their Plots and Conſpiracies againſt 
the Proteſtant Religion, and the Lives and Liberties of the 
Subjeas, they have endeavoured under the ſpecions Pretence 
of Liberty of Conſcience, firſt to ſow Diviſions among Proteſtants, 
between thoſe of the Church of England and the Diſfenters : 
The Deſign being laid to engage Proteftants that are all equal:” 
ly concemed to preſerve themſelves from Popiſh Oppreffion, 
into mutual Quarellings; that fo by theſe, ſome Advantages 
might be given to them ta bring about their Deſigns; and 
that both in the Ele&ion of the Members of Parliament, and 
afterwards in the Parliament it ſelf, For they ſee well that 
if all Proteſtants could enter into a mutual good Underſtand- 
ing one with another,and concurr together, in the preſerving 
of their Religion, it would not be poſſible for them to com- 
paſs their wicked Ends. They have alſo required all Perſons 
in the ſeveral Counties of England, that either were in any Im- 
ployment, or were in any conſiderable Eſteem, to declare be- 
fore-hand, that they would concur in the Repeal of the Teſt 
and Penal Laws, and that they wonld give their Voices in the 
Ele&ions to Parliament only for ſach as would concurr in it : 
Such zs would not thus pre-engage themſel»»s were turned

out of all Imployments, and others who entered into thoſe 
Engagements were put into their places, many of them being 
Papiſts. And, contrary to the Charters and Priviledges ot 
thoſe Burroughs that have a Right to ſend Burgefics to 
Parliament, they have ordered ſuch Regulations to be made; 
as they thought fit and neceflary, for aſſuring themſc}ves of all 
the Members that are to be choſen by thoſe Corporations 5 
and by this means they hope to avoid chat Puniſhment which 
they have deſerved, though it is apparent, that all Ats made 
by Popiſh Magiſtrates are null and void of themſelves ; fo that 
no Parliament can be Lawful, for which che Elections and Re- 
turns are made by Popiſh Sheriffs and Mayors of Towns; and 
thcrefore,.as long as the Authority and MagiRracy is in ſuch 
Hands, it is impoflible to have any lawful Parliament. At.Y 
though according to the Conſtitution of the Erngiiþ Govern- 
ment and immcmorial Cuſtom, all Ele&ions of Parliament- 
Men ought to be made with an entire Liberty, without any 
{fort of Force, or the requiring the Electors to chuſe ſuch Per- 
ſons as ſhall be named to them; and the Perfons thus freely 
eleted, ought to give their Opinions freely upon all matters 
that are brought before them, having the good of the Nation 
ever before their Eyes, and following in all things the Didtates 
of their Conſciences, yet now the 'People of England cannot 
expe& a Remedy from a free Parliament legally called and 
choſen: But they may periaps ſee one called, in which all E- 
lefions will be carried by Fraud or Force, and which will be 
compoſed of ſuch Perſons, of whom thoſe Evil Counſcllors 
hold themicives well aſſured, in which all things will be carri- 
ed on according to their Dire&ion and Intereſt, without any 
regard to the Good or Happineſs of the Narion, Which may 
appear evidently from this, that the ſame Perſons tried the 
Members of the laſt Parliament, to gain them to conſent to 
the Repeal of the Teſt and Penal Lans, and procured that Parlia- : 
ment to be Diffolved when they found that they could not, 
neither by Promiſes nor Threatnings, prevail with the Mem- 
bers to comply with their wicked Deſigns. 

But to crown all, There are great and violent Preſumpti- 
ons, inducing us to believe, that thoſe Evil Counſeilors,in or- 
der to the carrying on of their il] Deſigns, and to the gaining 
to themſelves the more time for the eifeaing of them, tr tie 
encouraging their Complices, and for the ciſcouraging of aff 
good Subjeas, have publithed, that the Queen hath brought 
forth a Son; though there have appeared both during the Naeen's 
pretended Bignels, and in the manner in which the virch was 
managed, ſo many juſt and viſible grounds of Suſpicion, that 
not only We our ſelves, but all tle good Subjects of chole 
Kingdoms, do vehemently ſuſpe& that the pretended Prince 
of Wales was not born by the Queen, And it is notoriouſly 
known to all the- World, that many both doubted of the 
Queen's Bigneſs, and of the Birth of the Child, and yet there 
was not any one thing done to fatisfie them, or to put an end 
ro their Doubts. 

And ſince our Deareſt and mot Entirely Beloved Conſort 
the Princeſs, and likewiſe We our Selves, hzve fo great an In- 
tereſt in this Matter, and ſuch a Right as all the World knows 
to the Succefiion to the Crown : Since alfo the EZn-/i/h did 
in the Year 1672. when the States General of the United Pros 
vixces were invaded 1n- a moſt unjuſt War, uſe their uttermoſt 


 Endeavours to put aft end to that War, and that in oppoſition 


to thoſe who were then in the Government ; and by their ſo 
doing they run the hazard of loſing both the Favour of the 
Court, and their Imployments : And ſince the Englih Nation 
_=— ever teſtified a meſt particular Aﬀe&ion and Etecm, both 
to our Deareſt Conſort the Princeſs, and to Our Selves, We 
cannot excuſe our ſelves from efpouſing their Interets in a 
Matter of ſuch high Conſequence, and from contributing all 
that lies in us for the maintaining both of the Proteſtant Reli- 
ton, and of the Laws and Liberties of thoſe Kingdoms, and 
or the ſecuring to them the- continual Enjoyment of all thair 
juſt Rights. To the doing of which we are moſt carneſily ſ- 
licited by a great many Lords both Spiritual and Temporal,and 
by many Gentlemen and other Subjects of all Ranks. 
Therefore it is that we have thought fit ro go over to Fng- 
larid, and to carry over with us a Force ſufficient, by the Bleſ- 
ſing of God, to defend us from the Violence of thoſe Evil 
Counſellors. Aud we being deſirous that our Intentions in this 
may be rightly underſtood, have for this end prepared this 
Declaration, in which as We have hitherto given a true Account 
of the Reaſons inducing us to it; ſo we now think fit to de- 
clare that this our Expedition is intended for no other Deſign, 


but to have a free and lawful Parliament aſſembled, as ſ1on as 
pvlilible 
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poſſible 3 and that iri order to this, all the late Charters by | 
which the EleQions of Burgeſſes are limited, contrary to the 
Ancient Cuſtow,ſhall be conizxdcred as null and of no force; and 
likewiſe all Magiſtrates who have becn injuſtly cx) By © pr 
forchwith reſume their former Imployments, as well as all the 
Buroughs of Ergland, ſhall return again to their Ancient Pre- 
ſcriptions and Charters: And more particularly that the Anci- 
ent Charter of the great and famous City of Zondon, ſhall a- 
ain be in force; and that the Writs for the Members of Par- 
1ament thall be addreſſed to the proper Officers, according to 
Law an4 Cuſtom. That alſo none be ſuffered to chooſe or to 
be choſen Members of Parliament but ſuch as are qualified by 
Law ; and that the Members of Parliament being thus lawful- 
ly choſen, they ſhall meet and fit in full Freedom ; that ſo 
the two Houſes may concurr in the preparing ſuch Laws as 
they, upon full and free debate, ſhall judge neceſſary and con- 
ventent, both for the confirming and executing the Law con- 
cerning the Teſt, and ſuch other Laws as are neceſſary for the 
Security and Maintenance of the Proteſtant Religion; as like- 
wiſe for making ſuch Laws as may eſtabliſh a good Agreement 
between the Church of Eng/and and all Proteſtant Difſenters, as 
alſo for the covering and ſecuring of all ſuch who will live pea- 
ceably under the Government as becomes go2d Sabjetts, from 
all Perſecution upon the account of their Religion, even Pa 
?iſts themſelves not excepted ; and for the doing of all other 
things which the two Houſes of Parliament ſhall find neceflary 
for the Peace, Honour and Safety of the Nation; ſo that there 
may be no danger of the Nations falling at any time hereafter 
under Arbitrary Government, To this Parliament we will alſo re- 
fer the Enquiry into the Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales, 
and of all things relating to it, and to the Right of Succeſſion. 

And We for our Part, will concur in every thing that may 
: Procure the Peace and Happineſs of the Nation, which a free 
and lawfull Parliament ſhall determine z fince We have no- 
thing before our Eyes in this our Undertaking, but the Pre- 
ſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, the covering of all Men 
from Perſecution for their Conſciences, and the ſecuring to 
the whole Nation the free Enjoyment of all their Laws, Rights 
and Liberties, under a juſt and legal Government. ; 

This is the Deſign that We have propoſed :o our Selves in 
appcaringupen this in Arms: In the Condudt of which 
we will keep the Forces under our Command, under all t 
ſrianeſs of Martial Diſcipline, and take a ſpecial care that the: 
People of the Countries through which we muſt march, ſhall 
not ſuffer by their Means; and as ſoon as the State of the 
' Nation will admit of it, We promiſe that We will ſend back 
all choſe Foreign Forces that we have brought along with us. 

We do therefore hope that all People will judge rightly of 
us, and approve of theſe our proceedings; but We chiefly re- 
lie on the Bleſſing of God for the Succeſs of this our Underta- 
king, in which We place our whole and only Confidence. 

We do in the laſt place invite and require all Perſons what- 
foever, all the Peers of the Realm, both Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, all Lord Lieutenants, Depaty Lieutenants, and all Gentle- 
men, Citizens, and other Commons of all Ranks, to come and 
aſſiſt us in order to the executing of this our Deſign, againſt 
all fuch as ſhall endeavour to oppoſe us, that ſo we may pre- 
vent all thoſe Miſeries which muſt needs follow upon the Na- | 
tions being kept under Arbitrary Government and Slavery ; 
and that all the Violences and Diſorders which have oyerturn- 
ed the whole Conſtitution of the Englifh Government,, may be 
fully redrefſed ina FREE AND LEGAL PARLIAMENT. 

And We do likewiſe reſolve, that as ſoon as the Nations are: 
brought to a State of Quiet, We will take care that a-Parlia- 
ment ſhall be called in Scotland, for the reſtoring the Ancient 
Conſtitution of that. Kingdomy and for: bringing the Matt 
of Religion to ſuch a Sertlement, that the People .may- liv 
eafie and happy, and- for putting an end to all the jnjuſt Vi 
_ that have been in a courſe of ſo many Years committe

We will alfo ftady to bring the Yiogs 
a State, ti:at the Settlement there may 


om of Ireland toi

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and that the Proteſtant and Britiſh Intereft there may be fe: 
cured. And we will endeavour by all poſſible means to pro- 
cure ſuch an Eftabliſhment in all the three Kingdoms, that they 
may all live in a happy Union and Correſpondence together, 
and that the Proteſtant Religion, and the Peace, Honour and 
Happineſs of thoſe Nations may be eſtabliſhed upon laſting 
Foundations. |

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His Highneſs's Additional Declaration. 


Fter We had prepared and printed this our Declaration, 
we have underfiood, that the Subverters of the Religi- 
on and Laws of thoſe Kingdoms, hearing of oux Prepa- 

rations to aſſiſt the People againſt them, have begun to retrat 
ſome of the Arbitrary and Deſpotick Powers that they had 
aſſumed, and to vacate ſome of their unjuſt Judgments and De- 
crees. The ſenſe of their Guilt, and the Diſtruſt of their 
Force, have induced them to offer to the City of Londen ſome 
ſeeming Relief from their great Oppreſſions, hoping thereby 
to quiet the People, and to divert them from demanding a Se- 
cure Re-eſtabliſhment of their Religion and Laws under the 
ſhelter of our Arms. They do alſo give out, that we intend 
to Conquer and Enſlave the Nation; and therefore it is that 
we have thought fic to add a few words to our Declaration. 
We are confident, that no Perſons can have ſuch hard 
Thoughts of us, as to imagine that we have any other Deſign 
in this UnJertaking, than to procure a Settlement of the Re- 
ligion, and of the Liberties and Properties of the Subjeas up- 
on ſo ſure a Foundation, that there may be no danger of the 
Nations relapſing into the like Miſeries at any time hercafter. 
rnd & the Forces we bave brought _ with us, are utterly 
.diſproportioned to. that wicked D-ſign of Conquering the Na- 
tion, 1f we were capable of intending it; ſo the great Num- 
bers of the principal Nobility and Gentry, that are Men of E- 
minent Quality and Efates, and Perſons of known Integrity 
and Zeal, both for the Religion and Government of England ;, 
many of them being alſo diitinguiſhed by their conſtant Fide- 
ity to the Crown,who do both accompany Us in this Expediti- 
on, and have carneſtly follicited Us to it, will cover us from 
ſuch Malicious Inſinuations: For it is not to be imagined, 
that either thoſe who have invited Us, or thoſe that are alrea- 
dy come to affiſt us, can joyn in a wicked Attempt of Conqueſt, 
to make void their own lawful Titles to their Honours, E- 
ſtates and Intereſts, We are alſo confident, that all Men ſee 
how little weight there is to be laid on all Promiſes,and En- 
gagements that can be now made, fince there bas been ſo lit- 
Tic regard had in Time paſt to the moſt ſolemn Promiſes. And 
as that impcrfet Redreſs that is now offered, is a plain Con- 
feſhon of thoſe Violations of the Qovernment that we have ſet 
forth; ſo the defeftiveneſs of it is no leſs Apparent; for they 
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{lay down nothing which they may not take up at Pleaſure ; 


and they. reſerve entire, and not ſa much as mentioned their 
Claims and Pretences to an Arbitrary and Deſpotick Power ;
